TUBERCULOSIS. 


No  new  cases  were  notified,  no  deaths  occurred.  8 cases 
remain  on  the  register.  Notification  of  all  infectious 
diseases  is  satisfactory. 


GENERAL  STATEMENT. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

20  cases  were  done,  all  under  five.  This  is  only  a fair 
number,  more  propaganda  will  have  to  be  made  if  the  initial 
success  is  to  be  maintained. 

Small-pox. 

Two  contacts  from  ships  were  reported,  these  were  warned 
in  addition  to  instructions  they  had  received  on  landing,  no 
suspect  cases  were  reported. 

Water . 

Tested  quarterly,  bacteriologically,  from  the  supply. 

About  80$  of  the  consumers  have  it  laid  on.  An  extension  to 
Ludgate  Causeway  is  projected  in  the  near  future. 

Sewerage . 

305  houses  are  connected.  The  system  works  fairly  well 
but  there  is  evidence  of  overloading  of  the  beds.  95  houses 
remain  to  be  connected. 

Housing, 

A programme  of  40  new  houses  is  put  forward  of  which  it 
is  hoped  that  10  will  be  erected  in  1946.  Sites  have  been 
obtained. 
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Milk. 


No  tuberculosis  sample  was  reported.  Some  pasteurised 
is  delivered  into  the  town*  but  in  small  quantity  only.  In 
view  of  increasing  evidence  of  the  great  prevalence  of 
bovine  tuberculosis  in  country  districts  as  compared  with 
the  towns,  the  increased  facilities  for  pasteurised  milk 
still  remains  one  of  the  most  desirable  aims.

jjipntneria  inoculation.  Estimated  proportion  protected,  under  five,  85  <jL; 
ages  five  to  fifteen,  ~[b  f.  Tnese  are  good  results  compared  with  the 
country  districts,  probably  aue  to  tne  schools  and  welfare  centre 
operating  in  the  borough. 

'ater.  Satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  It  is  tested  bacteriologi- 
cally  quarterly  from  the  mains.  Chemical  tests  and  from  the  source  are 
only  done  occasionally  and  do  not  vary.  No  action  for  contamination  has 
been  needed  during  the  year.  Plumbo- solvency  has  never  arisen. 

About  75  i-  the  bouses  have  a supply,  a few  of  these  from  a stand-pipe 
in  the  yard,  the  great  majority  piped  into  the  house. 

Housing  and  sewerage.  No  further  progress  has  been  made  but  ample 
material  exists  for  the  housing  survey  as  soon  as  clerical  assistance 

is  available. 

Milk.  No  tuberculous  sample  was  reported  during  tne  year. 
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
